REVIVAL OF RELIGION LN VERNON. 
On this page of the paper will be found 
two interesting letters on the subject.—Since 
those letters were received, some members of 
the Church in Hartford have visited Vernon, 
aud were present at the services the last 
Lord’s day. 
| They saw the displays of the grace of God, 
and were made glad. On Saturday evening, 
|afler the commun exercises of the meeting 
were closed, a number of converts came for- 
ward, and related ‘what great things the 
| Lord baa done for them;” and oo Lord’s day 
prayer, when others gave in a relation of their 
Christian experience, and desired baptism, 
At ll o'clock, A. M. agreeably tv appoint- 
meat, they assembled at a place where “ there 
was much water,” and after solemn prayer to 
God for bis presence & blessing on his own in- 
stitution, and a short address from Rey. Wm. 
Bentley, the administrator, in which he refer- 
red enquirers for “ the footsteps of the flock,” 
to the New-Testament of Jesus Christ; and 
a few pertine:.t remarks from the first candi- 
date, they went down into the water, both the 
administrator and the candidates, and the ad- 
ministrator ‘immersed them into the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost; and when they were “ baptized, they 
came up straightway out of the water,” both 
the administrator and the candidates, and af- 
ter due preparation, ali repaired to the house 
of prayer, rejoicing and praising God.

Portugal and Spain.—The aspect of af- 
fairs in Portugal is every day becoming bright- 
er; a chonge attributable to the renovating 
influence of a liberal constitution. The ma- 
chinations of those who, whether by interest 
or feeling. were wedded to the old reg me, 
have heen promptly defeated; and ‘there is 
nothing to prevent the restoration of the an 

cient prosperity of the country—with this dif- 
ference, however, that.its foundation will be 
more solid and its duration more permanent. 
If the king of Spain w. resufficiently docile 
to lesrn wisdom froth example, he woulda 

dopt the constitution of Po tugal in his own 
houndaries, and thereby apply the most salu- 
tary balsam he can to the sufferings of his 
people. Tha he shonld have heen thus long 
averse, and should yet he unfriendly. to the 
principles of a representative government. Is_ 
hy no means surprising ; but he bas surely 
had-ample experience of the tendency 
present system ; and sufficient practical proof 
that, principles apart, a change to the condi 

tion of the country can only be effected by a 
change in its government. Perhaps, after all, 
and our information inclines us to the belief, 
that ita: not Ferdinand himself, but the crea- 
‘ures who surround him, that stand ip the 
way of the desired reformation. Tuo weak 
to emancipate himself from their thralls, he 
yields himself to their suggestions, prompted 
by self interest; and is rather chargeable | 
with imbecility of temper, than with the abso- 
tute blindness of misrule which predominates. 
But the contiguity of Portugal must, we think, 
ere long, contribute to effect, in despite of the 
sinister opposition of prelates and lords, a rev- 
olution of affairs—till which, Spain must con- 
tinue to be restless and miserable.

the island of Mocho for water, the only 
inhabitant on which was an English sea- 
man, of the name of Joseph Richardson, 
a native of Aldington, near Ashford, in 
Kent, who, hke another Robison Crusoe, 
or Aiexander Selkirk, had made choice of 
such a solitary houseless spot, upwards of 
three years since, for a residence, when 
be was landed, at his own urgent desire, 
from a Patriot ship of war, commanded by 
Capt. Robertson.

hogs and horses. Richardson has culti- 
vated two gardens, on the vegetable pro. 
duce of which, with pork, young horse 
flesh, and wild pigeons, he lives. « He 
hunts the former animais with dogs, a fine 
breed of which he has broken in ; the pi- 
geons are so numerous that he has little 
difficulty in obtaining them. and a few oth- 
er kinds of birds, though the only fire 
arms be possesses is av old musket, with a 
broken lock, which he discharges by 
means of a match ; but by patient watch- 
ing under the trees he contrives, witb 
such defective means, to vary his diet as 
often ashe wishes. About nine months 
since, the Indians, hearing of his desolate 
situation, though not all disposed to join in 
commnnity, landed two of ther native 
girls on the isiand..

ry and produce happiness, than those 
which the gospel sets before our eyes. 
Here every spring of action in the human 
heart is putin motion: Hope, fear, love, 
hatred, desire, aversion, gratitude, is ad- 
dressed : not a chord in the heart is left 
untouched. Diversity in motives is of 
essential benefit. 

Is not the fear of evil kuown and felt 
to be a powerful principle in the soul ? 
Christ and his apostles reveal from heay- 
enthe wrath of God against all ungodli- 
ness, and unrighteousness of man; and 
enumerate the many and bitter miseries 
which tread on the beels of transgression, 
ina present life. But a future world is 
the state of retribution : and we are taught 
by him, who sits on the tribunal at the day 
of judgement, ‘* that the wicked shall go 
away into everlasting punishment, where 
there shall be weeping, and wailing, and 
gnashing of teeth.” Could fear suggest 
a consideration more powerful, for re- 
straining those strong propensities to evi!

The Post Office.—The rapid growth of the 
United States in population, wealth and pow- 
er, istruly astonishing ; itis something new 
in the history of the world, and proves more 
conclusively than (en thousand volumes could 
do, the value of freedom, the blessings and 
importance of a Republican government foun- 
ded on the will of the sovereign people. 

Mev who bave lived thirty or forty years in 
the United States can scarcely believe that 
the changes in every thing 19 which the coun- 


themselves in the important scenes which are 
exhibited, they cannut be fully sensible of the 
numerous changes which have taken place 
without recurring to times that are past, abc 
contrasting them with the present. 

The Post Office Department itself is one 
well calculated to excite our wonder. Its 
progress bas been silent, almost imperceptt 
ble, and seldom mentioned ; yet tbat progress 
has been so rapid as almustto stagger belief. 
and did we not koow its history to be true, it 
might pass and be received as a romantic tale 


fancy, or the wanderings of imagination. 
Thirty-six years ago (1790) there were only 
seventy-five Post Offices in the whole of the 
United States; their number now ('826) ex- 
ceeds six-thousand five hundred ; the extent 
of the post roads was hen less than two thou. 
sand miles, they now exceed ninety thousand. 
i he total amount of postages did not exceed 
thirty-eight thousand doliars. They are vow 


mare than twelve bundred thousand dollars. 
boul twenty two thousavu uuitars anpuarny, 


they now cost nearly eght hundred thousand 
dollars; and the compensation to Postma - 
ters has increased from eight thousand to 
nearly four hundred thousand dollars. 
Ever since the year 1800, when Thomas 
Jeffurson was elected President, the increase 
of Post Offices and Mail routes has been very 
great; there were then less than one thous 
and post-vffices, only about twenty thousand 
miles of post roads, and the total amount wi 
postages was nearly a million of dollars iess 
than itis now. ‘But since the close of the 
war in 1815. the post uffices have been more 
than doubled, and so has the extent of post 
roads—there were only three thousand posi 
vffices and only forty four thousand miles of 
post roads. 
The nett ‘revenue arising from the post of- 
fice establishments necessarily decreases as 
the number of post offices, and the extent of 
post roads increase ; because at those new offi- 
ces the post masters get nearly all the reve 
nue arising from ;ustages of letters and in ma 
ny cases ihe new mail routes, although a pub. 
lic convenience. become a dead loss to the es 
tablishment. The nett revenue during the 
late war was greater than at any other period 
as the postages were then higher; and the 
oumber of post offices, and the extent of mail 
routes were one half less. Butso far as re 
rds the public revenue, the establishment 
will do weil ifit does not bring the treasury in 
dett—for the amount of postages saved to the 
General Government in all its branches would 
amount to a large sum anoually, and the trans- 
mission of all letters to and from members of 
Congress, and of all newspapers from printer 
to printer free, also decreases the amount of 
nett revenue very considerably—and news- 
papers are all carried ata very low rate of 
postage : even. those that go from Maine to 
Georgia, or from Washington city to New- 
Orleans, pay only one cent and a half.
